WASHINGTON, June 16. () 
~-President Truman vetoed today 
the $4,000,000,000 tax reduction 
bill, virtually killing ‘any possi- 


bility of a cut in income taxes 
this year. 
The Republican-dominated Con- 


gress will vote on whether to pass 
the hill over the veto, but back- 
ers of the legislation conceded 
they saw no chance for success. 

It requires a two-thirds vote to 
enact a law over the President's 
disapproval. 

Leaders said that can be mus- 
tered in the House, which will vote 
tomorrow, but not in the Senate. 

That is the Republican view, as 
given to. reporters in confidence. 

Rep. McCormack (Mass.), as- 
sistant Democratic House leader, 
declared there is a “good chance” 
the House will not vote to over- 
ride the veto. : 

In a message to Congress, Mr. 
Truman said the bill “offers du- 
bious, ill-apportioned, and risky 
benefits at the expense of a sound 
tax policy and is, from the stand- 
point of government finances, un- 
safe”. : 

The President declared it offers 
“the wrong kind of tax reduction, 
at the wrong time’. He added: 

“Proposals for tax reduction 
must be examined in the light of 
sound and carefully related fiscal 
and economic . policies, © Unless 
they are consistent with the de- 
mands of such _ policies, they 
should not be approved.” 

Reaction from the bill’s backers 
was immediate and, for the most 
part, caustic. . 4 

Rep. Knutson (R-Minn.), au- 
thor of the measure and chair- 
man of the House ways and means 
committee, issued a statement 
saying “the President’s suggest- 
ing that we wait for tax reduc- 
tion until next year is nothing but 
cold-blooded politics”. Knutson’s 
obvious reference was to the fact 
that 1948 is a presidential elec- 
tion year. 

Carroll Reece, Republican na- 
tional chairman, said in a state- 
ment that “Mr. Truman has com- 
mitted his administration to con- 
tinued support of the tax and tax, 
spend and spend, and elect and 
elect philosophy of the:now -dis- 
credited new deal.” 

It was the second time in his- 
tory that a President has vetoed 
a tax bill—-and the first time one 
oe a tax cut has been veto- 
ed. 

President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt vetoed a tax bill in 1944. 

The bill President Truman veto- 
ed provided for reductions rang- 
ing from 10.5 to 30 percent in in- 
dividual income taxes, beginning 
July 1. 

'He told the Congress members 
the time for tax reduction “will 
come; when: general - inflationary 
pressures have ceased and the 
structure of prices is on a more 
stable basis than now prevails.”

—Here are the principal argu- 
ments President Truman makes 
against the tax reduction bill: 

1, It is “from the standpoint 
of government finances, Uun- 
safe.” 

2, Tax reduction now would 
increase inflationary pressures. 

3. “Tax reduction mow would 
add to, rather than correct, 
maladjustments in the economic 
structure.” 


4, Any surplus of government 


income over expenses should be 
used to reduce the public debt, 
rather than for tax reduction. 
5. The tax reductions the bill 
proposes are “neither fair nor 
equitable.” A “good bill would 
give “a greater portion of re- 
lief to the low income group.” 
6. If the bill were approved, 
these “inequities” would be 
“frozen” into the tax system 
aud “the government could ill 
afford to make fair tax reduc- 
tions at the proper time.” 





Diplomatic officials in Wash- 
ington said Russian refusal to 
cooperate almost certainly would 
force the organization of West- 
ern Europe into a sort of econ- 
omic federation.

DeWitt Mackenzie Moscow denies 
having had a hand in this—but 
what difference? The plot was 
carried out in the presence of a 
Russian army of occupation, and 
Hungary has become a part of the 
vast Soviet political empire. 


There is a close relation between 
thesé two events, for while Gen- 
eral Marshall’s program may not 
be a airett corollary to the Hun- 
garian upheaval, yet his aim is to 
build a dyke against the Red flood 
which has swallowed 86 much of 
Europe already. His plan of re- 
construction calls for the cooper- 
ation of ail European nations 
which are willing to participate, 
with America taking a large hand. 

Last week in Ottawa President 
Truman pinned the American con- 
tribution down closely and signifi- 
cantly. He said “we intend to sup- 
port those who are determined to 
govern themselves in their own 
way and who honor the right. of 
others to do likewise.” In short, 
the Americati policy of aiding na- 
tions against communist aggres- 
sion- announced during the height 
of the Greco-Turkish crisis---is be- 
ing supplemented by the new econ- 
omic proposal which is aimed at 
saving western Europe from be- 
ing engulfed against its will. 

A vastly important aspect of 
the economic program is that it 
calls for coordinated internation- 
al effort. As General Marshall 
said, it ‘must not be on a peace- 
meal basis as various crises de- 
velop.”

China Accuses Russia 
Of Helping Mongols 


NANKING, June 13 (®) — A 
Chinese government spokesman, 
declaring “this is no ordinary fron- 
tier incident,” charged Russia to- 
day with partial responsibility for 
an outer Mongolian invasion of 
China’s remote Sinkiang province. 

The government instructed its 
ambassador in Moscow to protest 
the incident to both the Soviet 
government and to the outer Mon- 
golian minister there as the after- 
math of a punitive campaign 
which carried a Mongol cavalry 
battalion 50 miles into China. 

Chang Yuan-Chang, foreign of- 
fice spokesman, gave no reasons 
why China was protesting direct- 
ly to Moscow and declined com- 
ment on whether warplanes with 
Soviet markings had supported 
the Mongol attack, as reported by 
the official Central news agency. 
Outer Mongolia, however, is pro- 
Soviet.
